ELIZABETH  TO  THAT  OF  GEORGE  IL,  1588-1728,  RELATING 
TO  THE  LANGTON  FAMILY  FORMERLY  SEATED  AT  LOW 
HALL,  HINDLEY. 

The  Lanj2,'tons  \v(M'e  a  Leic.estei'sliire  Family  wlio  siicccedod  to  the  Barony 
of  Newton-in-Makerfield  thuougli  intermarriage  in  the  Htli  century 
witli  tlie  Banastre  Family,  first  Barons  of  Newton.  Low  Hall, 
Hindley,  now  a  farm  house,  and  used  as  a  kind  of  barn  and  store- 
house for  agricultural  implements,  was  the  seat  of  tlie  Langtons 
until  the  eighteenth  century,  when,  Edward  Langton  of  Low  dying 
without  issue,  the  estate  was  inherited  in  1733  by  a  nephew  named 
William  Puoh..  In  1765  the  Low  Hall  Estate,  the  Manor  of  Hindley 
a.  certain  reserved  rent,  and  the  minerals  under  Rigby's  tenement 
near  Hindley  Green,  were  conveyed  for  a  consideration  of  £6,650 
to  the  Duke  of  Bridge  water,  whose  trustees  now  hold  the  lordship. 

A  Member  of  the  Langton  Family,  Ivo  (or  John)  de  Langton  w'as  admitted 
Rector  of  Wigan  in  1334  ;  and  Richard  Langton,  who  succeeded 
Nicholas  Towneley  as  Rector  in  1532,  was  the  last  of  his  name 
of  wdiom  there  were  no  less  than  eight,  w^ho  had  held  the  living.

SUMMARY 

OF  THE 

LIBRARIAN'S  THIRTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


I  hme  the  tonour  to  present  my  Thirty- Fifth  Annual  Report. 

Exclusive  of  Pamphleits,  there  are  now  in  the  Libraries  77,200 
volumes,  m  compared  with  75,778  volumes  at  the  correspondiaig  period 
of  last  year.  The  Central  Reference  Library  has  been  open  299  days. 
The  number  of  volumes  consulted  in  the  Reference  Library  during  the 
year  amounted  to  41,187,  an  increase  of  545  volumes.  The  number  of 
books  issued  to  borrowers  in  possession  of  Students'  Tickets  hias  greatly 
increased,,  the  number  of  volumes  issued  amounted  to  5,732,  the  net 
increase  on  the  previous  year  being  2,233  volumes,  a  very  gratifying 
result  of  the  year's  work,  marking  in  no  small  degree  the  importance 
and  usefulness  of  the  educational  activities  of  the  Libraiy,  and  the 
appreciation  by  the^  students,  many  of  whom  are  working  colliers,  of  the 
fiacilities  granted  to  them  by  the  Committee. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  issues  of  the  Lending  Depart- 
ment, w'hich  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  great  increase  in  the  Reference 
Library,  and  the  facilities  now  offered  for  cheap  amusement  in  the  town, 
the  effects  of  which  are  being  felt  all  over  the  country.  The  number  of 
volumes  issued  amounted  to  76,141,  a  decrease  of  7,818.  The  decrea,se 
is  mainly  in  the  class  fiction,  which  is  not  a  very  serious  matter  when  we 
tiake  into  consideration  the  large  increase  of  a  better  class  of  books  in 
the  Reference  Library  and  the  fact  that  during  the  year  the  new 
aidditions  to  this  Department  have  been  very  few  in  comparison  with 
previous  years,  owing  to  the  state  of  the  Library  finances.  There  is 
no  doubt  that  many  people  have  stopped  using  their  tickets  because  of 
this  fact. 

The  Newsrooms  have  been  open  363  days,  and  the  Sunday  attend- 
ances amounted  to  21,475.  The  bookcase  in  the  Newsroom  has  been 
greatly  appreciated,  the  estimated  number  of  volumes  consulted 
amounting  to  45,000. 

Although  the  issues  generally  have  decreased,  there  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  issues  of  new  tickets.  There  were  1,644  new  tickets, 
including  renewals,  granted  to  borrowers  during  the  year,  as  against 
1,591  last  year,  an  increase  of  53.  The  number  of  tickets  in  force 
amounts  to  7„026,  this  is  excluding  all  expired  tickets,  a  numher  of 
which  are  still  in  use. 
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Students'  tickets  were  graiuted  to  253  new  borrowers,  bringing  the 
number  now  in  foroe^  up  to  1,166.  Subscription  tickets  were  grajited  to 
tikree  new  outside  borrowers  during  the  yeiar  on  the  payment  of  the 
usual  fee,  and  three  tickets  wore  renewed. 

Pemberton  Branch  Library. 
The  statistics  from  this  department  show  a  decrease  of  1,402  volumes 
in  the  Lending  Library,  and  a  decreiase  of  120  volumes  in  the  Reference 
Library;  the  issues  amounting  to  19,601  volumes  in  the  former  and 
8,324  volumes  in  the  latter.  The  comparative  figures  for  the  last  four 
years  are:  1909,  14,229;  1910,  27,951  ;  1911,  29,447;  1912,  27,925.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  issues  are  about  normal. 

Powell  Boys'  Library. 

The  number  of  boys  who  attended  during  the  year  amounted  to 
48,902,  and  the  number  of  books  issued  to  them  61,939.  The  girls' 
attendances  registered  18,70i5,  and  the  issues  to  them  25,520  ;  the  totals 
being,  boys'  and  girls'  attendances,  66,797 ;  books  issued  to  them  87,459. 
The  number  of  books  borrowed  for  home  reading  amounted  to  17,201 
volumes,  and  the  number  of  new  tickets  granted  to  598. 

Delivery  Stations. 

At  the  Woodhouse  Lane  Delivery  Station  the  yeiar's  issue®  of  books 
were  770,  as  against  1,00'6  laist  year.  At  the  three  Ince  Delivery  Stations 
the  issues  amounted  to  5,668,  an  increase  of  378  volumes.  The  Ince 
deliveries  show  a  steady  increase  each  year;  the  comparative  figures  for 
the  last  four  years  being:  1909,  3,890;  1910,  4,804;  1911,  5,290; 
1912,  5,668. 

The  decreased  income  granted  to  the  Library  has  much  shackled 
the  Oommititee  in  its  purchase  of  desirable  books.  No  incunabula  have 
been  added,,  and  many  second-hand  books  much  wanted,  could  not  be 
purchased.  A  brief  enumeration  of  the  more  valuable  works  added  to 
the  Central  Library  is  here  given : — 

Boulton's  Practical  Coal  Mining,  1912.  A  well  illustrated  book  in 
six  vols.  This  work  and  a  number  of  others  on  Mining  and  Surveying, 
were  purchased  in  response  to  a  deputation  from  the  Students  of  the 
Technical  College  asking  for  this  department  of  the  Library  to  be 
brought  more  up-to-date.  Sir  Walter  Besant's  London  City,  1910,  full 
of  maps  and  illustrations,  a  concluding  volume  of  his  great  survey  of 
London.  BrownbiU's  and  Farrer's  Victoria  History  of  the  County  of 
Lancaster,  vol.  6,  1911,  a  continuatdon  of  the  best  authority  on  the 
subject.  Bradbury's  History  of  Old  Sheffield  Plate,  1912,  with  chrono- 
logical List  of  makers'  marks  and  numerous  illustrations  of  specimens. 
ThiC  British  Museum's  Catalogue  of  Books  printed  in  the  xvth  century, 
part  2,  1912,  the  continuation  of  a  valuable  work.  Many  other  works 
presented  by  the  Trustees  deserve  mention,  but  space  forbids.  The 
Catholic  Encyclopaedia,  vols.  11-15,  profusely  illustrated,  the  completioD 
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of  tilie  work.  Courtney's  Register  of  National  Biography,  vol.  3,  1912, 
alsio  a  oompletioin.  Frazer's  The  Golden  Bough.,  part  5.  Spirits  of  the 
Corn  anjdi  of  the  Wild,  1912,  the  continuation  of  a  much  read  philo- 
sophical work.  Haisting's  Encyclopaedia  of  Religion  and  Ethics,  vols. 
4-5,  1912,  the  continuation  of  a  valuable  authority.  An  Illuminated 
Address  on  Vellum,  presented  to  Mrs.  Winnard  in  1878,  at  the  opening 
of  the  Wigan  Free  Public  Library.  This  forms  an  important  addition 
to  our  local  division.  Andrew  Lang's  Shakespeare,  Bacon,  and  the 
Great  Unknown,  1912,.  the  most  convincing  book  on  the  Shakespeiare- 
Bacon  controversy.  Sir  Sydney  Lee's  Dictionary  of  National 
Biography;  second  supplement,  3  vols.,  1912.  Lewis's  Descriptive 
Bibliography  of  the  most  important  books  in  the  English  language 
relating  to  the  art  and  history  of  Engraving  and  the  Collecting  of 
Printsi,  1912.  Maiden 's  Victoria  History  of  the  County  of  Surrey, 
vol.  1,  1902.  All  these  Victorian  Histories  are  large  quarto  volumes, 
illustrated  with  miaps  and  plates.  Page's  Victoria  Histories  of  the 
Counties  of  Suffolk  and  Sussex,  vol.  1-2,  190'5~11.  Prior's  and 
Gardner's  Mediaeval  Figure  Sculpture  in  England,  1912,  a  valuable 
monograph  containing  over  eight  hundred  photographs.  Shaw's  Story 
of  Presbyterianism  in  Wigan,  with  portraits  and  illustrations,  1912. 
Ward's  Life  of  John  Henry,  Cardinal  Newman,  2  vols.,  1912,  with 
portraits ;  based  on  his  private  journals  and  correspondence.  Worlidge's 
Select  Collection  of  Drawings  from  curious  Antique  Gems,  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  nobility  and  gentry,  1768,  a  famous  and  rare  work  containing 
180  plates  of  gems,  most  exquisitely  engraved.  In  addition  there  have 
beetn  fairly  extensive  augmentajtions  to  the  Mining  and  Applied  Scieiuc© 
Divisions. 

The  Donations  to  the  Library  during  the  year  were  numerous.  The 
following  need  special  mention : — 250  volumes  of  Parliamentary  Papers, 
presmted  by  Lady  Powell,  and  a  Collection  of  45  Paintings,  Etchings, 
and  Drawings  illustrative  of  Wigan  and  the  District,  presented  by  Dr. 
R.  Prosser  White,  framed,  glazed,  and  described  at  the  Donor's  expense. 
The  pictures  have  been  placed  on  the  walls  of  the  Central  Newsrooms, 
and  are  much  admired.  Valuable  donations  were  also  received  from 
the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  and  from  the  American,  Canadian, 
South  African,  and  Colonial  Governments. 

The  use  of  the  A.ssembly  Hall  at  the  Pemberton  Library  was 
granted  by  the  Libraries  Committee  to  the  Pemberton  Sick  Nursing 
Association. 

Letter  S  of  the  Reference  Library  Catalogue  has  been  completed 
and  published.  It  consists  of  716  pages  and  of  many  thousand  entries. 
A  recent  eulogistic  criticism  in  the  press  remarks  that  the  Wigan 
Catalogue  is  the  largest  issued  by  any  Municipality  working  under  the 
Libraries  Acts.  Letter  T  is  now  in  progress,  50  pages  have  been  printed, 
and  it  has  arrived  as  far  as  the  name  Thomson. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Library  Association  was  held  at 
Liverpot)!  in  September  last.  Your  Librarian  attended,  and  was 
honoured  by  reMeleotion  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Association. 
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A  visit  to  Haigh  Hall  was  made  by  the  Library  Committee  on 
October  the  9th  last,  by  invitation  of  the  late  Earl  of  Crawford.  The 
treasures  of  the  great  library,  the  recently  acquired  Napoleonic  prints 
and  autographs,  and  the  extensive  gardens,  were  inspected.  The  Com- 
mittee was  much  gratified  and  warmly  expressed  its  thanks  to  Lord 
Crawford,  and  to  Mr.  A.  G.  E.  Phillips,  his  Lordship's  Librarian  and 
his  Staff,  for  their  courtesy  and  hospitality. 

The  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  with  profound  regret  the 
death  of  its  Chairman,  the  Earl  of  Crawford.  Lord  Crawford  was 
unanimously  appointed  to  the  position  in  1895-96.  His  services  to  the 
Library  were  almost  incalculable.  His  own  valuable  donations,  his 
influence  as  a  Trustee  of  the  British  Museum  in  obtaining  many  more, 
his  general  bibliographical  and  practioal  advice,  always  readily  given, 
his  generosity  and  hospitality  shown  in  the  many  visits  to  Haigh,  can 
never  be  forgotten.  Your  Librarian  may  be  permitted  to  add  that  his 
own  long  acquaintance  with  his  Lordship  has  been  in  itself  a  liberal 
education.
